Failure of Reserves Jo Arrive

Will Be Investigated

By S.' W. T. Mason.
(Written for the United Press.)

New York, Nov. 18. The announce-
ment of the Marquis of Crewe in Lon-
don thnt an inquiry had been ordered
over the failure of British reserves to
arrive in time to gain a success at the
battle of Loos was the first public no-

tice of an attempt to remedy a persis-
tent fault in Great Britain's armies.

There have been three such delays.
The first was at Neuve Chappclle,

whore part of the first line forces exe-
cuted their attack according to sched-
ule, while tragic delays interfered
with proper reinforcements for the ad-

vanced troops.
The second iucident occurred at Suv-l- a

bay. There the rapid landing of the
British troops surprised the Turks, but,
afterward, indecoision left the thin ad-

vanced line unsupported.
Loos marked the third piece of bung-

ling.
These delays are attributed to faulty

work on the'part of the English staff.
While they are cnpable of planniue
battles, they thereafter depend too
much on luck and the' demoralization of
the enemy.

As a result of the inquiry, however,
large reforms may be undertaken that
will remedy permanently these condi
tions.

Meu Perished Officers Sleep
London, Nov. 18. England was stir

red today by charges of Baron St. Da-

vids before the house of lords that Eng.
lish staff officers on the west front
slept late while their men in the
trenches perished because bridge play-
ing the night before prevented early
rising. omen, too, he said, were pres-
ent at headquarters.

Incompetency and neglect, he
charged, prevailed. Men who ought to
be shouldering a nflo m the pits had
been added to the staff for no good
reason, he said. He pleaded for a fair
clmnce tor the men who are fighting
England's battles in the trenches.

The Mflrqui of Crewe announced
that authorities are investigating
charges that the British, failed to suc
ceed at Loos because reinforcements
did not arrive in time.
